The Jagaroth star ship is a 
perfect example of their art — a

Just above the gyroscopic 
stabilising ring is the warp drive 
cabin where the operative skilled 
in War Field Technology handles 
the piloting of the ship. 

Due to the dangers of activa¬

used to lift the craft into space. 
Once there, the landing legs 


retract and then the massive 
warp engines underneath are 
fired sending the ship into hyper¬ 
space!

he Tythonians, with their 
||| shapeless, totally flexible 
III bodies, have very little 
need of standard conventional 
space ships with cockpits and 
seats. 

They are constructed in the 
shape of an egg, based on the 
principle that the egg is the 
perfect container. Unlike conven¬ 
tional space vessels this one was 
not built, but spun - the neces¬ 
sary material being supplied from 
the Tythonian's body in a similar 
fashion to the way a spider spins 
a web. 

At the rear of the ship is the 
proton drive used to power the 
vessel through space. This drive 
system is very versatile permit¬ 
ting vertical take-off and lan¬ 
dings, hovering, rapid accelera¬ 
tion and deceleration. 

Once the ship has landed the 
Tythonian creature will burst 
from the vessel in the same way 
as a bird hatching from its egg, 
the only difference being that 
the egg can be re-assembled and 
re-spun once it is required again.

Among his Dr Who appea¬ 
rances are the lucldess 
Laurence Scarman from 
“Pyramids of Mars” — who 



died literally by his 
brother’s hands — and as 
Supervisor Lowe in “The 
Invisible Enemy” who came 
to a sticky end inside the 
Doctor’s body. In the Star 
Wars sequel his luck is no 
better as he played one of 
the Empire Cruiser Admirals 
who dares to fail the evil 
Darth Vader . . .

in the 1978 production
